These would include two compan- 


ies each of artillery ambulance, en- 
gineering and signal corps. 


This would make the Wisconsin 


guard a complete military unit for 
war purposes consisting of infantry, 
machine gun battalion,'cavalry and 
three companies of ballery- 


Gen. Holway will bring.the pro- 


position before the legislature com- 
mittee. It would require an addi- 
tional expenditure of $10,OOQ by the 
slate for military purposes. Equip- 
ment would cost the United States 
government close to $500,000, Gen. 
Holway estimates, 


The new organizations would be 


in addition to the machine gun com- 
panies no.w ' being organized. Wis- 
consin now has one company of ar- 
tillery, equipped with 'three-inch 
guns, Battery" A, Milwaukee. 


The state guard has a field hospi- 


tal, but no ambulance corps. 
The 


new department would be equipped 
with automobile service, including 
field service operating equipment. 
The state has neither engineering 
corps or signal corps. The latter de- 
partment would be provided with 
modern wireless outfits and men 
trained for modern military signal 
service. .

NEW CIGARETTE LAW 


Chapter 159 of the\laws of 1915 


legalizing the sale of cigarettes to 
adults under an annual $5 license 
fee, but prohibiting the sale to min 
ors,became effective by official pub- 
lication Monday. However, the law 
does not become operative until Ju 
ly 1, because it provides that every 
license shall be issued on the firs 
whenever applied for, and shall con 
tinue In force from date of issuance 
day of July each year, or thereafter, 
until the succeeding thirtieth day 
of June, unless soon revoked for the 
violation of the law.

The annual fee is $5, and applica- 


tion is to be made to the local city, 
village or town clerk. 


In the next twenty days every lo- 


cal authority will have the oppor- 
tunity necessary to make proper 
provision for the prompt issuance 
of licenses when applied for on Ju- 
ly 1. 
•

wagon to cellar. Never roll potatoes 
down a chute. If enough crates are at 
hand, they may be used to store the 
crops, or bins and barrels will answer.

At the noon hour the men employ- 


ed in the Cold Spring Shops, located 
at Forty-second street and the SI 
Paul railroad, Milwaukee, Wis., now 
drink milk instead of beer as an ac- 
companimejit to the midday meal 
This subsituion of a good thing for 
a bad one comes as a resull of the 
aclion of Ihe company. Its welfare 
secretary-, Bert Hall, in writing o 
the new state of affairs to Mrs. Em 
ma Broegman, president of Ihe Mil 
waukee (Firsl) W. C. T. U, slate 
that the shop employs between 500 
and 600 men. Aboul six monlhs ag 
these men consumed several nun 
dred bottles of beer with their lun 
cheons. "We arranged to have 
man leave a few bollles of milk t 
start the experiment," says Mr. Hal 
"Calls for the milk steadily grew, 
•while those for beer steadily dimin- 
ished, until about two hundred bot- 
tles of milk were consumed daily. 
Then came an increase in the price 
of milk from three to four cents per 
pinl bottle. The men went back to 
Iheir beer, bul Ihe milk man saw Ihe 
error of his ways and compromised 
on a price of three and one-half 
cents. The following day the num- 
ber of pint "bottles taken soared lo 
250, and at present nearly 300 are or- 
dered, and praclically no beer is 
consumed.
